At the end of subtitle C of title VIII, insert the fol-

lowing: 

SEC. 8ll. REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PROCUREMENT OF 1

COVERED UNMANNED AIRCRAFT SYSTEM. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—With respect to a contract for the 3

procurement of a covered unmanned aircraft system, the 4

Secretary of Defense shall— 5

(1) deem such contract to contain access to in-6

formation classified as confidential, secret, or top se-7

cret; 8

(2) comply with the International Traffic in 9

Arms Regulations and the Export Administration 10

Regulations, as applicable; and 11

(3) in coordination with the Secretary of State, 12

ensure that the Department of State conducts an 13

appropriate commodity jurisdiction review pertaining 14

to any prototype, research, and development contract 15

for procurement of a covered unmanned aircraft sys-16

tem. 17

(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 18

(1) COVERED UNMANNED AIRCRAFT SYSTEM.— 1

The term ‘‘covered unmanned aircraft system’’ 2

means an unmanned aircraft system (as defined in 3

section 44801 of title 49, United States Code) and 4

any related services and equipment. 5

(2) EXPORT ADMINISTRATION REGULATIONS.— 6

The term ‘‘Export Administration Regulations’’ 7

means subchapter C of chapter VII of title 15, Code 8

of Federal Regulations, or successor regulations. 9

(3) INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC IN ARMS REGULA-10

TIONS.—The term ‘‘International Traffic in Arms 11

Regulations’’ means subchapter M of chapter I of 12

title 22, Code of Federal Regulations, or successor 13

regulations. 14
